Feasibility of establishing a 
municipally-operated bus serv­ 
ice between Torrance, Gardena 
and Los Angeles was discussed 
at a joint meeting of Gardens 
and Torrance city officials and 
civic leaders here last Friday 
morning at the city hall with 
Mayor William H. Tolson act­ 
ing as chairman.

The problem was Informally 
discussed and It was apparent 
to those present that before 
any definite decision could be 
made, more facts and figure! 
would be required. Secretary 
L. J. Ollmclster of the Tor­ 
rance Chamber of Commerce 
and Secretary Pat MacDonnell 
of the Gardena chamber wen

requested to gather as much 1 
data as possible and report 
back to the general committee 
at an early date.

Mayor Tolson expressed the 
opinion that the bus line should 
serve Walterla, Lomlta, Tor­ 
rance. Gardena and connect 
with the Los Angeles buses at 
Flgueroa and Manchester ave­ 
nues. Tolson stated that he 
favored light buses capable of 
carrying 14 to 20 passengers 
and said he hoped that a 30- 
mlnute service could be given. 
Others at the meeting expressed 
approval of the proposal pro­ 
viding the system could be op­ 
erated without Ions after the 
first year.

As the plan of establishing 
bus service to Los Angeles or­ 
iginated with Oardena, com­ 
mittee members from that city 
lead the discussion at the joint 
meeting. Benefits to be de 
rived as well as problems to be 
overcome were outlined. Among 
the first decisions to be made, 
It was pointed out, was a basis 
upon which the two munici­ 
palities, could share the costs, 
losses or profits. Gardcnans 
pointed out that this could be 
donn on a mileage, assessed 
valuation, or population basis, 
whichever seemed most equit­ 
able.

To bring the proposal offi­ 
cially before the two councils,

Mayor Tolson, with the consent 
of two other council members, 
addressed a letter to the Oar 
dena city council suggesting 
that a study be made of the 
advisability of establishing a 
jointly - owned ^municipal bus
